unprovoked and wanton malignity of the 
tiegro, rendered this mode of punishment 
uot ouly justifiable, but necessary as uu ex- 
rirnple. The circumstances, aa we learn, 
were these:—The Doctor, on returning from 
a day's absence in visiting his patients, 
learned that tbe boy Gilbert bad been im- 
pertinent to his lady, who was confined to 
.her bedroom by sickness. 
He attempted 


to correct him, which the boy resisted, and 
escaped .from biro. 
The Doctor then went 


to the stable for the purpose of getting bis 
horse, and was waylaid by- the boy, armed 
with a heavy billet of white oak, who felled 
him & continued to beat him until bis face 
and liead were crushed to a shapeless, hid- 
eous mass, which eould not be recognized 
by his nearest friends.

turned to tbe house, and boasted of the mur- 
derous deed he had perpetrated, and stated 
that "he bad killed the d—d rascal, as be 
bad long intended to do, and bad left him 
weltering ia his brains," &e. lie was imme- 
diately arrested, ahd the indignantneighbors 
purposed at first to hung hiiu instantly that' 
juglat.
